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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Requirement For The Deposit Of Biological Material 

The claims refer to ATCC Deposit No. PTA-1 1 36. The Applicant Thomas J. 
Gardella submitted a Declaration on September 20 th , 2004 concerning the deposit of 
biological matter. However, this Declaration is an insufficient assurance that all of the 
conditions of 37 CFR sections 1.801 through 1.809 have been met. 

If the deposits were made under the provisions of the Budapest Treaty, filing of 
an affidavit or declaration by applicants, assignees or a statement by an attorney of 
record over his or her signature and registration number stating that the deposits have 
been accepted by an International Depository Authority under the provisions of the 
Budapest Treaty, that all restrictions upon public access to the deposits will be 
irrevocably removed upon the grant of a patent on this application and that the deposit 
will be replaced if viable samples cannot be dispensed by the depository is required. 
This requirement is necessary when deposits are made under the provisions of the 
Budapest Treaty as the Treaty leaves these specific matters to the discretion of each 
State. Additionally, amendment of the specification to recite the date of the deposit and 
the complete name and address of the depository is required. 

In the instant case, the 9/20/2004 Declaration states that the deposits have been 
accepted by an International Depository Authority (specifically, the ATCC) under the 
terms of the Budapest treat and gives assurance that all restrictions on the availability to 
the public of the deposited plasmid will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of the 
patent, subject to C.F.R. § 1 .808(b). However, the Declaration does not state that the 
deposit will be replaced if viable samples cannot be dispensed by the depository. 

Applicant is required to correct this deficiency. The correction must be filed within 
the THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for reply in the "Notice of 
Allowability" (PTO-37).
